who said he learned this at a 
meeting with Mill Valley and 
Marin County officials, added 
he was surprised because Mill 
Valley had accused the school 
district of standing in the way 
of developing the route.

TODAY'S EDIT O RIAL 
2 Events In Recent Weeks 
Are Harbingers Of Peace 


Two things happened on the national 
scene in recent weeks which gave us a 
glow of pleasant anticipation. Neither of 
them were political, but both have inter­ 
national significance. 
First was the launching of the N. S. 
Savannah. Perhaps the N. S. preceding 
that name seems unfamiliar to you. It 
won't in a few years. N. S. stands for 
nuclear ship. 
The Savannah is the 
world's first nuclear powered merchant 
ship. 
Notice, too. those words “ merchant 
s h ip /’ This is not a vessel of war, it is 
not designed for destruction. It is a ship 
built to sail the Seven Seas with cargos 
of peace. It will be able to streak across 
the oceans carrying the word that the 
United States is NOT devoting all of its 
know-how to war. 
It will carry goods 
and ideas from a free nation to people 
in less fortunate circumstances. 
The second event was the wide pub­ 
licity, particularly in Life magazine, 
given to a proposal that a second Great 
White Fleet be sent on a mission of 
mercy. 
A Navy commander suggested that a 
small fleet of mothballed hospital ships, 
an out-dated aircraft carrier and supply 


ships sail the waters of the world, fight­ 
ing disease and hunger, helping the dis­ 
tressed and uneducated in backward 
countries and assisting in time of catas­ 
trophe anywhere. 


He could picture the great white 
ships, unarmed and assisting only when 
requested, flying the American flag for 
the whole world to see us helping others 
with no thought of personal gain. 
The 
carrier would be carrying rescue planes 
and 
helicopters, 
not 
fighters 
and 
bombers. 


This is an inspiring suggestion, one 
which we should make a reality. 
We 
know we have the ships, they're in moth 
balls all over the place. We know we 
have both the manpower and the re­ 
sources to undertake such a project. 
Surely we can earmark a few millions 
from our multi-billion dollar budget for 
such a project. So let's do it. 


As we said, we got a warm glow from 
these two events. A nuclear ship to 
show we are making peaceful use of our 
atomic knowledge, and a fleet of mercy 
to show we haven’t forgotten the unfor­ 
tunates of the world. Think what they 
could mean to the cause of peace.

PARIS (.P — For 10 years 
now the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization has been looked 
upon as the sword and shield 
of Europe. 
NATO's 
defensive 
shield 
consists of ground troops w ith 
the task of stemming any So­ 
viet attempt to o v e r r u n 
Europe quickly. 
The sword is the retaliatory 
striking power of the West— 
nuclear or t h e r m o n u c l e ­ 
ar bombs delivered against 
the Soviet Union bv manned 


aircraft or missiles. 
U. S. Gen. Lauris Norstad. 
NATO's present military chief 
once emphasized E u r o p e ’s 
need for a strong defensive 
shield by observing that un­ 
less an aggression was soon 
halted, the Allies would be 
faced with the impossible task 
of 
separating the 
invaders 
from the invaded as targets 
for nuclear weapons. 


At the moment, the shield 
appears thin and the sword, 
while still sharp, 
is losing 
some of its edge compared 
with the powerful and in­ 
creasingly modern Communist 
forces arrayed against it. 


A reporter’s tour of NATO 
commands indicates that as 


matters now stand the Allies 
possibly could muster 250,000 
men on the ground next to the 
Iron Curtain though not all 
would be mobile forces equip­ 
ped with up-to-date arms. 
The immediately available 
air cover for central Europe 
now consists of somewhere 
between 1.500 and 2,000 net, 
aircraft of all types. 


The Allies also have a clas­ 
sified but apparently limited, 
missile counter-punch, mostly 
in the short range category. 


This Allied force confronts 
a Soviet bloc in c e n t r a l 
Europe which Western sources 
say has IV* million men close 
to the borders of the free 
world and a 23,000-all-jet air 


force, most of which is con­ 
centrated in the western So- 
Met Union and the satellites. 
In addition, the Soviets are 
said to be building large num­ 
bers of missile launching sites 
for their 700-mile ranee Ml03 
missiles and their 1,500-mile 
T2 intermediate range mis­ 
siles in the satellite areas west 
of the U S.S.R. 
Although written into exist­ 
ence April 4. 1949, as a mili­ 
tary organization, NATO real­ 
ly began Jan. 7, 1951. with the 
arrival of Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower, then a five-star gen­ 
eral, to assume command of 
Supreme Headquarters, Allied 
Powers, Europe (SHAPE). The

Ike Inviting 
Reporters In 
For Dinner Talks 


President Eisenhower is be­ 
ginning a venturesome and 
unprecedented departure in 
White House press relations. 
What he is undertaking — 
and no President has e v e r 
done this before — is to make 
himself available for three 
hours and a half of dinner 
and post-dinner conversation 
to a substantial cross-section 
of 
Washington 
correspond­ 
ents. 
With two such dinner eve­ 
nings already held, others are 
in prosnect. 


EISENHOWER’S purpose is 
not to add a concealed press 
conference 
to 
Washingtons 
too few' open press confer­ 
ences. His purpose is not to 
bring about a periodical rain­ 
storm of inspired spot-news 
stories or to pressure report­ 
ers to write what they have 
learned with veiled attribu­ 
tion. 
The objective which the 
President has in mind is two­ 
fold: 
To enable those who re­ 
port and interpret the news 
through all media to have a 
kind of full, three-dimension­ 
al access to the President's 
own thinking, to his insight 
and 
information in 
a 
way 
which 
cannot 
possibly 
be 
achieved 
in 
short, 
Q-and-A 
press conferences. 
To engage — and this is 
Mr. Eisenhower's stated wish 
— to some degree in a candid 
exchange of ideas so that the 
conversation is not entirely 
one way. This isn’t easy. All 
of us want to hear the Presi­ 
dent more than hear ourselves 
— or at least each other! But 
if there is any group likely to 
express their opinions under 
such circumstances, it is prob­ 
ably the newspapermen. 


OBVIOUSLY THERE are all 
kinds of pitfalls in this unus­ 
ual undertaking. The Presi­ 
dent runs the risk of having 
his thinking inaccurately or 
unfairly expounded. Since he 
can’t possibly invite every­ 
body, some may be offended 
so greatly that they will take 
it out on him in print. Since 
practically no topic is barred 
from such an intimate evening 
a President risks indiscretion. 
Eisenhower is quite aware 
of the dangers. But he likes 
the idea, thinks it can be ben­ 
eficial to both sides --- the 
press and the White House — 
and he is prepared to take the 
risks. This may be one of the 
unexpected advantages of not 
being able to run for a third 
term — a President isn’t con- 
cered with the possibility of 
being politically injured. 
That Eisenhower has taken 
this step should not be sur­ 
prising.

done more — few have done 
as much — to make his press 
conference an open window 
on the White House.

In almost a year 
of residence I have yet to see 
street repair equipment in ac­ 
tion.

Under the French plans all 
national forces would be or­ 
ganized into standard size di­ 
visions — 13.000 men — and 
everyone would have a stand­ 
ard pay and but one uniform. 


OPTIMISM RAN high at the 
Rome meeting. The N A T O 
Council even set itself a goal 
of 100 battle fit divisions in 
Europe by the end of 1954. 
It was claimed at the end of 
1951 that NATO had 23 com­ 
bat-ready divisions at hand. 
A bare five months later— 
May 1952 — found SHAPE 
officers, now commanded by 
Gen. Alfred Guenther, grum­ 
bling about the withdrawal 
of a French division from the 
shield forces to fight rebels in 
Algeria. 
At that time Guenther had 
15 divisions assigned to NATO 
and based in Germany — five 
each from France, the United 
Kingdom and t h e U n i t e d 
States. Somehow those other 
eight divisions had not ma­ 
terialized. 
What disturbed SHAPE was 
not so much the withdrawal 
of the French division, but 
the precedent set in weaken­ 
ing the shield, in subordinat­ 
ing NATO interests to nation­ 
al interests. 


FRANC E IN 1952 had 100- 
000 men committed to the sup­ 
pression of the Algerian re­ 
volt. Now France has 650.000 
men in Algeria and the fight­ 
ing continues. 
Meanwhile, the technology 
of warfare was undergoing a 
steady evolution. The age of 
the battle-field rocket had ar­ 
rived. Each can carry atomic 
warheads. 
In the dawning age of atom- 
toting missiles and rockets, 
the need for armies to in­ 
crease their mobility and dis­ 
persion 
likewise 
increased. 
The day of the foot soldier, 
fighting in mass, was ending. 
On June 6. 1959, Gen. Nor­ 
stad said the Allies greatest 
danger might spring f r o m 
weaknesses “which would in­ 
vite Soviet exploitation.” 


NORSTAD TOLD a l o n g 
meeting that the weakness of 
NATO might start a Soviet 
probing operation ‘ ‘ w h i c h 
might well get out of hand.” 
Norstad went to Washing­ 
ton last Spring to report on 
NATO’s military posture to 
the U.S. Congress. He said the 
2113 divisions now assigned to 
NATO were not enough, that 
he needed a minimum of 30 
divisions equipped with atom­ 
ic weapons and more missiles. 
Whether NATO really pos­ 
sesses 21'? combat effective 
divisions is open to debate. 
The passing years, however, 
have seen some technical and 
logistical improvements in the 
military picture. 


WHEN NATO WAS horn, 
the aircraft detection radar 
operated 40 hours a week. 
Now the radar network scans 
the Iron Curtain around the 
clock. It still has a short range 
reaching only to the Soviet 
border. But gaps in the net­ 
work have been plugged. 
Once it took SHAPE com­ 
manders eight hours to reach 
a subordinate command. Now 
a radio and telephone system 
provides immediate contact. 
A spiderweb of s u p p l y 
dumps containing a 90-day 
stockpile of combat needs has 
come into being. About 2.000 
miles of projected 3,600 mile 
gas and oil pipeline now ex­ 
ists. 
All 
these 
developments, 
however urgently needed, do 
not in themselves defend cen­ 
tral Europe, which is the heart 
of NATO.

SACRAMENTO UP — The

The state signed a contract 
with the bank yesterday un­ 
der which the state agrees 
to pay up to $30,000 a year 
for storage, sale and book­ 
keeping on the stamps. 


The bank will credit the

AUSTRALIA 
Drip-Dry 
Woolens To 
Be Available 


MELBOURNE, Australia W— 
Australian women soon will be 
wearing thin drip-dry woolen 
frocks and blouses. 
The drip-dry woolens are the 
latest development in an in­ 
tense research campaign aimed 
at making woolen garments as 
readily washable as any gar­ 
ment made from synthetic fi­ 
bers. Wool is Australia's lead­ 
ing export. 
How much it is 
used determines to a great ex­ 
tent the nation's prosperity. 
After years of research, two 
Melbourne firms and a govern­ 
ment 
research 
organization 
have evolved processes giving 
wool the drip-dry qualities of 
nylon, dacron and other syn­ 
thetics. 
The drip-drv attribute is wov­ 
en into the material. 
The firm of F. R. and O. H. 
Fogarty says its fabric has a 
ripple effect resembling that 
of seersucker cottons. 
Fogarty’s says the drip-dry 
woolens “breathe” l i ke all 
woolen garments, absorb mois­ 
ture, and are cool in summer 
and warm in winter. 
The classic weaving mill is 
selling processed fabric to man­ 
ufacturers for Australian spring 
fashions. 
“Already we ha\e had inquir­ 
ies from a leading and most 
exclusive fashion house in the 
United States,” it said.

It's Easy 
To Dye New 
Bath Decor 


If you are bored with your 
bathroom accessories, why not 
give them a dye bath right in 
the washing machine0 It’s been 
done 
successfully by 
many 
women, who say that it is a 
I cinch if directions are followed. 
You can dye everything from 
the shag rug to the plastic 
shower curtain, if the curtain 
is vinyl and sewed. If it is glued 
or heat sealed do not try to dye 
it. 
Clear or white vinyl plastics 
can be tinted any shade except 
black or navy blue. Pastels can 
be tinted a darker or covering 
color. Patterns may change col­ 
o r if the background is clear 
o r light, as usually only the 
background will take the tint 
bath. 
You must start with an ab­ 
solutely clean article when you 
are doing a dye job. Stains and 
dirt should be removed by 
washing the article with soap 
or detergent and rinsing it 
thoroughly. 
A nail brush is 
helpful in removing film that 
sometimes collects around the 
bottom hem. 
Fill your laundry tub or 
washing machine with the hot­ 
test tap water available, add 
your dye solution, mix well by 
letting the machine run for a 
moment or so, then shut it off 
and immerse the shower cur­ 
tain. Now run the machine a 
few minutes or until the dye 
gets to the desired color. Let 
the curtain, go through the nor­ 
mal run of rinses, stopping it 
short of the big spin.

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IT RUNS IN FAMILY 
Novato Youth Is Air Enthusiast 
— He's Been Flying Since Infancy

Kurt Tollefson can ’t remem­ 
ber the first tim e he went up in 
a plane. 
Such vagueness of recollec­ 
tion would be understandable 
coming from a veteran of the 
Lafayette Escad rille. To hear 
it from K urt, a downy-ehinnedj 
15-year-old 
ju n io r 
at 
Novato 
High School, it ’s cause for a 
double-take. 
Kurt's explanation clears up 
the point: The first time he 
flew was as 
a 
baby in 
his 
m other’s arms. 
Today, with m ore than 100 
air hours to his cred it -— at 
least 40 of them spent at the 
controls —- he is living mainly 
for Feb. 2. 1960, when, on his 
16th birthday, he w ill take off 
into the wild blue alone on his 
first solo flight. 


It «ill began when his fa­ 
ther. H arry Tollefson, an in­ 
structor of A ir C orps cadets 
before W orld W a r II at the 
Oakland 
A irp ort, 
met 
and 
married Lorrain e, an airport 
secretary and fledgling pilot. 


A fter their m arriage, H arry 
put in a hitch w ith the A ir 
Transport Com m and, jockeying 
men and supplies b e t w e e n 
Great Falls, M ont., and Fa ir­ 
banks, Alaska. 


Moving to M arin after the 
war, 
he 
m anaged 
the 
Santa 
Yenetia 
A irp o rt 
until 
1947. 
when subdividers 
forced 
the 
airport's eviction. 
Since 
1950 


he has owned and operated the 
Tollefson Flying Service and 
the Novato Airport. 
W ith a flying father (12.500 
hours) and a flying mother (300 
hours), it was only natural that 
Kurt, their first child, should 
be airborne from birth. 


“ Whenever we take a trip 
we fly — we never drive,” 
Harry says. 


Growing up as he did in the 
backwash of a prop, it was na­ 
tural that Kurt followed in his 
father's 
boot prints. Harry 
is 
the 
first to admit that the 
youngster runs the airport for 
him today: 
“ He 
operates 
the 
office, 
gasses 
up 
and 
washes 
the 
planes, gives out information 
on our training courses — well, 
he keeps the customers happy,” 
Harry says with an understand­ 
able glint of pride in his eye. 
Kurt 
is no wet-behind-the- 
ears tyro at the business.

Mac out on his landing, Dad,” 
the boy will 
report after 
watching a small plane set 
down on the runway. “ He 
brought her in on a right 
hand pattern.”

Kurt’s formal introduction 
into the flying business be­ 
gan when he “ started fooling 
around with planes” at the 
age of 10. By the time he 
was 12 he was handling the 
controls under his father's 
eagle eye and his mind was 
made up as to his future.

The only doubt that has ever 
! plagued him is whether to go 
into the military or civilian end j 
of flying. At the moment he 
| wants to operate a private serv- 
' ice “ just like dad does.” 
The majority of his experi­ 
ence has been in Piper J3 train­ 
ers, although he is equally at; 
j home in Stinsons, Aeroncas and 
! Cessnas. 
The 50-some plane owners 
currently flying out of the No­ 
vato field have reason to be 
pleased with the youngster’s 
attentiveness to business. 
“ You had better check that 
leak in your fuel line, Walt,” 
he will tell a customer whose 
plane he has gassed and filled 
with oil. They know it is such 
little observations that keep 
pilots in one piece. 


As far as the flying Tollef- 
sons are concerned, Kurt is 
only the beginning. Follow­ 
ing in his footsteps are his 
9-year-old sister, Heide — 
who has logged more hours 
in the air than the average 
adult — and the baby of the 
family.

Installment Debt 


Up $452 Million 


WASHINGTON Ufl — Out- 
standing consumer installment 
debt increased by 452 million 
dollars in June, after adjust­ 
ment for seasonal influences. 
The increase was in line with 
the advance of the preceding 
month and pushed total install­ 
ment debt to $35,810.000,000. 


Announcing this, the Federal 
Reserve Board said both exten­ 
sions of new installment credit 
and repayment of old debts 
continued close to peak rates.

Largest Radar 


Telescope To 


Be At Stanford 


PALO 
ALTO 4JPH — The 
world’s 
largest 
“radar 
tele­ 
scope.’’ a dish antenna tall as 
a 15-story building, 
will be 
erected on the Stanford Uni­ 
versity 
campus, 
it 
was 
an­ 
nounced today. 


The instrument will be used 
to 
make 
measurements 
of' 
Venus and Mars, as well as of I 
the sun. It will also give new' 
information about gases far o u t! 
in space. 


Its plans call for a revolving 
dish antenna 142 feet in diam­ 
eter which will be powered by 
a 20-60 megacycle radio trans­ 
mitter, 
most 
powerful 
ever 
built in this frequency range. 
The transmitter will require a 
million-watt power supply. 
A larger dish antenna, with 
a 250-foot diamenter. is in oper­ 
ation at Jodrell Bank in Eng­ 
land, and a 400-foot diameter 
is planned near Sugar Grove, 
Va. 


But these are used as “radio” 
rather than as “radar” tele­ 
scopes. 


The “radio telescopes” re­ 
ceive natural radiation from 
heavenly 
bodies while 
Stan­ 
ford’s “radar telescope” will ob­ 
tain its facts by bouncing man- 
made 
signals 
on 
objects 
in 
space and get “echoes.” 


The project is a joint under­ 
taking of Stanford University 
and the Stanford Research In­ 
stitute. with support from the 
Air Force. The new telescope 
will cost $1,500,000. 
Dr. Von R. Eshleman of Cov­ 
ington, Ohio, a 34-vear-old pro-t 
fessor heading scientists mak­ 
ing the installation, explained 
astronomers hope to improve 
measurements of the solar sys-l 
tern. 


If you want to send a space 
ship to Mars, you don't w'ant 
to miss,” he said. 


Besides seeking more precise 
figures on cosmic distances, he 
said his group wants to make 
surface 
explorations 
of 
the 
moon and planets and to find 
out 
the 
rotation 
speed 
of 
Venus, whose surface is hidden 
by perpetual fog. 


Eshleman said that by using 
low frequencies the telescope 
aslo can obtain “echoes” from 
ionized gases and debris in 
space. 


This will make it possible to 
determine their amounts, move­ 
ments and density, he said. The 
gases are found around various 
planets and in interplanetary 
space. 
* | 


The new telescope, 
which 
was to be completed in a year, j 
was preceded by a smaller in-i 
strument w-ith a 61-foot dish 
antenna. It has been studying 
the moon for four years, and 
has been used to track satel­ 
lites. 


Both telescopes wrere to be 
located in rolling hills behind 
the 
Stanford campus, 
which 
will make the new instrument 
visible for 10 to 20 miles on a 
clear day.
